ROME, July 4.—The Rome police 
are searching today for two. “rte 
formed” Italian-American bootleggers 
who.are among ten persons believed to 
be responsible for one of the most sen- 
sational and sacrilegious robberies in 
the modern world’s history—the loot- 
ing of St. Peter’s, the greatest edifice 
of the Roman Catholic church. 

According to the police the robbery 
undoubtedly was planned and executed 
by criminals with American training. 

The great treasury in one of the 
richest church treasuries of the world 
was stripped of gold objects which the 
police estimate to have a value of from 
five to seven million lire, or about 
$260,000. 

Take Ring of St. Peter. 

The ring of St. Peter, set with dia- 
monds and sapphires, was taken, but 
two of Benvenuto Cellini’s world fa- 
mous candlesticks, far more precious 
than gold, were rejected because they 
are silver. 

Other objects.stolen included a solid 
gold mass service given the Vatican 
basilica by Cardinal Merry Del Val; 
a gold cross studded with emeralds, 
given by the republic of Colombia; 4 
gold cross presented by King Alfonso 
of Spain; a gold and silver basin, orna- 
mented with diamonds, the gift of 
Pope Pius IX.; a modern gold chalice, 
and other gold crosses and religious 
objects. 

Numerous smaller objects of gold or 
historic objects made by famous ar- 
tists, worth more than gold; were left 
in the treasury or were dropped care- 
leasty on the floor, showing that the 
thieves cared only for gold which they 
could melt. Among the 0 left 
was the coffer of silver in which the 
host ig kept.

The treatment was worked out by 
Drs. Wagner von Jauregg of the psy- 
chiatric institute of Vienna and J. Kyr! 
of the University of Vienna during 
the war 

Sent to Austria to Study. 


In order to introduce the treatment 
at tie Long Island City college, the/ 
authorities of that institutidn sent Dr. 
H. H. Morton to Vienna for three 
months where he studied the treat- 
ment, 

Patients treated at the state hospital 
at Ward’s island showed marked im-’ 
provement on treatment with mdlaria 
only, but drug treatment by mercurial 
and arsenical compounds also was used 
at Long Island College hospital. There 
is some difference of opinion among 
students of this treatment whether 
the combined malaria and drug treat- 
ment is better than the simple ma-| 
laria treatment.

The Illinois senate has prepared an address to 
the voters asking them to adopt an amendment to 
the state constitution to permit a revision of the 
revenue laws. The amendment does not propose 
an, particular scheme of taxation; it merely gives 
the legislature a free hand in taxation matters. 
At present the method of tax collection is pre- 
scribed by the state constitution. 

The amendment has been approved by the state, 

legislature, but if it is to become operative it must 
be accepted at a referendum to be held on: Novem- 
ber 3, 1926. The voters thus have sixteen months 
in which’to consider the proposal. 
Taxation is of such vast importance | to every 
citizen that the most careful study should be given 
the measure. No effort should be spared in en- 
lightening the voters on the merits and defects of 
the present laws, as well as on those of the pro- 
posed. amendment. While there is pretty general 
agreement among experts op taxation that the 
Illinois revenue provisions are among the most un- 
scientific in the nation, the question arises whether 
the amendment offers the best way out. That ques- 
tion fs one deserving of the most careful investiga- 
tion and analysis. 

A notable fact in connection with the amend- 
ment is that it would have been doomed to almost

LEAGUE COURT AND HAGUE 


TRIBUNAL. : 

Gen. O*Ryan of New York is an ardent leaguist 
and highly approved by the interests in that city 
which are so keen to have us in European politics 
for the sake of stabilizing their foreign commit- 
ments. He thinks Senator Borah is wrong about 
the league court, but one, at least, of the arguments 
he offers is not likely to get much change from 
the alert intelligence of the gentleman from Idaho. 
Says Gen. Ryan: “ You propose that we join instead 
the so-called permanent court of arbitration at The 
Hague? But) there is no such thing as any real 
permanent court of arbitration—of international 
arbitration—at The Hague. It is a misnomer; in 
fact, only a list of names on paper, a panel of 135 
men, none of them at The Hague, but scattered all 
over the globe, practicing law at home, and have} 
not in the twenty-five years of that body’s nominal 
existence been assembled in any one place.” 

What, precisely, does this argument point to? 
Gen. O’Ryan evidently thinks it points to the need 
of our entrance into the league court. In our view, 
it points to the probability that the league court 
will not accomplish what its passionate advocates 
expect it to. We are not passionate over the 
league court, but O’Ryan’s remark would help to 


cool any passion we might feel. The court does 
not compel the submission of any question if a 
member objects, and has no means of enforcing its 
decrees, Any nation may suBmit to it or not, Any 
nation may go before the court of arbitration if it 
choeses. A few have chosen. A few more may 
choose to go before the league court. The arbitra- 
tion court has been used infrequently, and for pre- 
cisely the same reasons the league court will prob- 
ably be used infrequently after the first impulse 
has passed. 

This is what experience with the court of arbi- 
tration. suggests, and not what O’Ryan thinks it 
suggests. If submission could be made compulsory, 
and as to all controversies, there would be a differ- 
ent situation. Mrs, Catt, one of the signers of. 
O’Ryan’s. communication to Borah demands com- 
pulsion, But the American people haven't the 
slightest intention of submitting to compulsion or 
agreeing to compulsion.

IODINE FOR BERIBERI. 
HERE are many medicinal uses for 
iodine. _ A new one, so far as I 
know, is in the treatment of beri- 
beri. This use is advocated by Rid- 
ley in the Journal of Tropical Medicine. 
Ridley’s experience was in Corea, where 
beriberi is a frequent disorder. 
generally ascribed cause is the monoto- 
nous, unvaried and almost exclusive use 
of pSlished rice as a diet. 

When a native gets beriberi he goes 
to the seashore and sits with his legs 
covered with mud. Probably this was re- 
sponsible for the iodine treatment, since 
sea water is the great iodine reservoir. 
Ridley gave his sick coolies 5 drops of 


| tincture of iodine, dissolved in a tumbler 


of water, once a day for a very few days.

Beriberi is a kind of neuralgia which 
causes pain, dropsy and some skin dis- 
orders. While we seldom have frank 
beriberi in this-coyntry, there is a pos- 
sibility that some of our neurailgic dis- 
orders and rheumatic disorders may be 
masked beriberi. 

Beriberi is known to be a deficiency 
disorder. It is caused by failure to eat 
enough bran. But because ‘it is-a de- 
ficiency disorder, iodine is not eliminated. 
Myxoedema, eretinism and some kinds of 
goiter are also deficiency disorders. They 
are due to deficiency in thyroid secretion. 
Yet we know that a little iodine is of 
great service both in preventing and in 
curing myxoedema, cretinism' and some 
kinds of goiter. It is even given at times 
as a mixture of tincture of fodine and 
water. That is now the standard treat- 
ment for exophthalmic goiter. It is used 
as-a preventive of goiter, though other 
methods of giving iodine are preferred.

for scrofula, or gland tuberculosis. Prob- 
ably the principal virtud in sea water 
for this use is the iodine it contains. It 
is proposed that sea water, properly pre- 
served, be bottled and used on the table 
as @ relish, as sauces are now used.

of a union of hydrogen and oxygen, 
and that these must have been 
created first. So, it will be argued, 
with the cellular life that moved out 
of the waters of the great deep upen 
the dry land and made a. teeming 
jungle where man first chattered in 
wild groups under the trees that gave 
him food, and moved in tribal groups 
away from the cold of the ice age. 

In the argument as to the truth of 
the Bible history of mankind the de- 
fense will show that the accepted 
Bible of the fundamentals dates the 
age of the earth from 4004 B.C. That 
was the day that “God created the 
heaven and the earth.” 

The story of rocks and of buried 
cities and of fossils will be retold to 
show that many thousands of years 
before this date the human race 
flourished. 


Bryan Cited Against Self. 


Some of Mr. Bryan’s own forgotten 
writings will be introduced at the trial 
if an opportunity ia given Mr. Dar- 
row to cross-examine him. In an in- 
troduction ..to Thomas Jefferson's 
** Statu for Establishing Religious 
Freedom,” Mr. Bryan wrote in 1905: 

“He said, in the first place, that>to 
attempt to compel people to accept a 
religious doctrine, by act of law, was 
to make, not Christians, but hypocrites. 
That was one of the reasons and it 
was a strong one. 

“Then he suggested—and I think I 
am justified in elaborating upon this 
suggestion a moment—that religion 
does not need the support of govern- 
ment to enable it to overcome error.” 

This is the case the Civil Liberties 
wnion would like to make: out of this

situation tn Tennessee, that religion 
does not need the support of the law 
and that if evolution is true it will 
stand regardless of the law. 

Mr. Bryan and his followers might 
not object ta this attitude toward a 
mature and enlightened mind, but 
they would modify dt in the case of 
the young and plastic. 

Nothing will happen in Tennessee ex- 
cept a tremendous educational impact 
upon the public mind. The emotional 
aftermath of the war, the inability of 
scientists to agree on the. methods of 
evolution, the complexities of this im- 
mense subject, which Mr. Bryan refers 
to as “a guess of science,” have 
brought this about. We must go to 
school again. 


Oddities in Constitution. 


Tennessee has a peculiar and archaic 
constitution. It was first written in 
1796 and was remodeled in 1834 and 
in 1870. Article IX, Section 2 of the 
state constitution reads: 

“No person who denies the being of 
God or a future state of rewards and 
punishments, shall hold any office in 
the civil department ef this state.” 

Article XI, Section 12 of the constitu- 
tion is one which will be appealed to 
in this case. It reads as follows: 

“ Knowledge, learning, and virtue 
being essential to the preservation of 
repubiican institutions, and the diffu- 
sion of the opportunities and advan- 
tages of education throughout the dif- 
ferent portions of the state, being 
highly conducive to the promotion of 
this end, it shall be the duty of the 
general assembly, in all future periods 
ef this government, to cherish litera- 
ture and science.”

Rivers of Oil to 
Improve Roads in 


100,000,000 Gallons in 
the State’s July 
Order. 


LOOMINGTON, Ill. — [Special 
Correspondence. ] — Construction 
of hard roads in Illinois is hay- 
ing the effect of increasing the 
quantity of crude oil distributed. upon 
the earth roads. Whenever a concrete 
pavement is laid it has: became notice-| 
able that adjacent townships in numer- 
ous instances have arranged to dis- 
tribute.oil on the connecting highways, 
and hundreds of these laterals are 
being given the fluid application which 
were never previously treated. ’ 
July 1 usually marks the opening of 
the ofling season for eartht roads. Or- 
ders have been placed for more than 
10,000 tank cars for distribution in 
this state. Each car averages 10,000 
gallons. This’ means a total of 1600,- 
000,000 gallons. Later orders may run 
the total up to half as mueh more. 
Scores of cities and smaller towns are 
utilizing oil to lay the dust upon un- 
paved streets. Due to the extreme 
drought that prevailed over Illinois 
during May and well into June the | 
dust nuisance became intolerable, espe-| 
ciAlly where a shortage of water re- 
sulted in orders prohibiting street 
sprinkling. -This led to a flood of oil 
purchases and makes it certain that 
the amount distributed in this state 
this year will run ahead of last year.

Many of the counties of Illinois 
placed their orders in February and 
March. Since then there has been a 
decline in quotations, although the cost 
of distribution will remain about the 
same. It has been computed after a 
series of experiments, that it costs 
about $417 a mile to oil a country road 
properly. The average road requires 
5,280 gallons, which, at seven cents ap- 
plied, brings the cost of the fluid dis- 
tributed up to $360. Grading and drag- 
ging preparations, ranges around $57 
a mile. 

The most approved method of dis- 
tribution.is by motor truck, equipped 
with a thousand gallon tank. One- 
half gallon is applied to each square 
yard, . _ These trucks carry portable 
pumps upon trailers which transfer the 
fiuid from the tank cars on the rail- 
road sidings.

and His Job

HE assumption that it may be scientific is the worst 
curse that lies upon criticism. It is responsible for ali 
the dull, blowsy, “definite” stuff that iiterary peda.

, facts to be a 
it is their business to ascertain 
and proclaim them: That theory 
is nonsense. There is, in truth, 
no such thing as an exact fact in 
the realm of the beautiful arts. 
What is true therein today may 
be false tomorrow, or vice versa, 
and only too often the shift is 
brought about by something that, 
properly speaking, is not an 
esthetic consideration at all. 
The case of Whitman comes to 
mind at once. Orthodox criticism. 
_ in his own time, was almost unani- 
mously against him. At his first 
appearance, true enough, a few 
critics were a bit dazzled by him, 
notably Emerson, but they quickly 
got control of their faculties and 
took to cover. Down to the time 
of his death the prevailing doc-

larity at Ravinia evaded them. | 
The more one thinks about this 
idea, the sounder it seems, and it 
is not because the Ravinia audi- 
ences are a law unto themselves 
any more than is the case with any 
audience with a preference for 
giving hearty appreciation to what 
it likes. It is really because of 
the unusually intimate conditions 
under which opera is given there.

No Place for Mediocrity. 


A second rate singer, if he is merely negatively mediocre 
and not positively evil of voice or demeanor, can lose him- 
self in the vast expanses of the Auditorium or the Metro- 
politan. He will not earn many curtain calls, but he can 
get by. His mediocrity will not contrast so sharply. with 
the excellences of his companions: it may even be absorbed 
and rendered harmless and neutral. 

But it is different where every figure stands out in its 
own individual distinctness. Mediocrity has no place there; 
it is so different that it becomes distressing. The summer 
season is too full of optimism and well being to point a 
generality by a list of names, but there would be little 
trouble injremembering such a list, if it were desirable. 

So when some one makes the statement that the Ravinia 
company this summer consists of the pick of the Metro- 
politan and Chicago artists, it will not necessarily mean this 
is the exaggeration of emotional enthusiasm. It can be 
proved by going out to Ravinia and listening in the light of 
memories of other operatic occasions. 

‘Another matter in favor of Ravinia is the fact that its 
artists are given opportunities to show all the talent they 
have, and this is good for the artists, but especially good for 
the audiences.
